Speculators, Frightened and Demoral- 
ized, Sacrifice their Stocks. 


Effect of the Speculative Spasm on the 
St. Louis Market. 


New YorkK. November 21.—The greatest 
excitement prevailed onthe Stock Exchange 
this morning, and at one time a serious panic 
seemed inevitable. ‘The scene on the floor at 
the exchange was most tumultuous, and a 
rush to sell stocks was so great 
that prices droppéd three and feur 
per cent at a time, until, 
before a half hour of business had been over. 
Delaware and Hudson had declined twenty 
per cent, and the remainder of the list all the 
way between fourteen and one per cent. 

The men who are credited with this bear 
movement are Jay Gould, Jas. R. Keene, 
Russell Sage and Addison Cammack, aided by 
outside speculators, who rushed in and let their 
stocks go at any price, fearing lest a general 
panic would result in wiping their margins 
out entirely. 

Many failures were expected from this great 
fallin prices, but, up to the present, only one 
has been reported, Edward Livermore, No. 35 
Broad street, who suspended this afternoon, 
and notified the Fxchange of his inability 
to meet engagements. About the first call 
there was a sharp recovery of 1) percent in 
Delaware and Hudson, and the gene al list 
rallied from 1 to 6 per cent; but this was suc- 
ceeded® by another attack shortly after mid- 
day and quotations again took a downward 
turn. 

The bull panic of yesterday, which appear- 
edtobe ina measure allayed during the af- 
ternoon, gathered an extraordinary impetus 
this morning from the pressure of stocks held 
on country orders. Frightened and demoral- 
sent ordersto their brok- 
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confusion. De! 
awanna and Western fell to 77, 
Hudson broke from SO to 56 1-2, but re 
to 68. New Jersey Central fell to 73. 

There was a creat collapse in Erie specula- 
tion. The price fell to preferred 64 
Granger stocks went down, Northwest 85 5-8 
and St. Paul 72. The southwestern list was 
pressed forsale. Kansas and Texas sold at 
27, Hannibal and St. Joe 28, Iron Mountain 
44 to 4258-4, Wabash 525-4 and Wabash, St. 
Louis and Pacitie 30. 

There was a general decline in 
Vanderbilt stocks, though they 
maintained. Toward the 
of the day tbere Wiis AY 
strengthening of the list, many 
being attracted by the relative cheapness of 
stocks. It Was also reported in speculative 
circles that leading operators were buying, 
and that brokers of respective pools were 
ing supplied with orders.

The confusion and declining tendency of the 
market were greatly increased by extraordinary 
amounts of stock held orders by 
brokers, who were frantic with excitement in 
endeavoring to their customers’ 
ventures.

News of the great fall in stocks 
been coming over the wires all 
from New York to brokers and 
others interested. When the market closed 
vesterday brokers here said the decline would 
be apt to continue to-day, and early this 
morning customers began to come in and 
unload or put up the whole amount, and take 
the stocks tojhold. Itis not believed that 
any great disasters will occur here on 
account of the great crash. St. Louis 
isnotaspeculative city andis always better 
prepared for such occasions as the present 
than her sister cities of Chicago and New 
York. Some people here are 
very badly used up to-day, 
but they have not lost near so much as they 
have made. The brokers say the ef- 
fect will to decrease speculation 
by irresponsible parties, that people will 
required to put up larger margins, and many 
fancy stocks will be ruled off altogether.

RAILROAD EXTENSION. 


Reported Arrangements Between Two 
Roads to Extend Their Lines to San 
Francisco. 

NEW YORK, November 21.—The Evening 
Post says an important piece of news in Wall 
street to-day was the announcement of the 
fact that the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe Railroad (a rich Boston com- 
pany) had completed an arrangement 
with the St. Louis and San Francisco Rail- 
road, in pursuance of which a railroad is to 
be built from Santa Fe to San Francisco un- 
cer the old eharter of the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad. This charter is still valid and the 
land grant carried with it 
conveys about 40, 000, 000 acres. Bonds 
are to be issued to the amount of $25,000,000, 
secured by these lands and the road, and 
guaranteed by the St. Louis and San Francis- 
co, and Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe rall- 
roads, These bonds have been placed al- 
ready. The recent heavy advances in St. 
Louis railroad securities are explained by the 
news of this arrangement. 


HEEDING THE HI INT. 
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John Sherman Fav orably Disposed to 
Recommendations for the Retirement 
of Greenbacks. 

WASHINGTON, November 21.— Secretary 
Sherman is carefully examining the report of 
Comptroller Knox, and is favorably disposed 
to that portion of it which recommends the 
retirement of greenbacks at an early day. 
Mr. Sherman in his recent. politieal speeches 
declared that the better plan would be to let 
greenbacks alone until after resumption. The 
report of the director of the mint shows that 
there will be $600,000,000 of coin in the coun- 
try before the end of the present fiseal year, 
and if this proves correct the Secretary be- 
lieves that the time has arrived for settling 
the problem of the future paper circulation 
of the country. The Comptroller has always 
been in favor of retiring the greenbacks, and 
is now particularly enthusiastic in witnessing 
the accomplishment of bis scheme. Should 
Secretary Sherman adopt this view it would 
be contrary to his oft-repeated opinions upon 
the subject, and the chances now are that he 
will yield to the suggestions of Mr. Knox.

City Counselor Leverett Bell Sticks 
to His Charge—‘“Citizen”’ Fink Ap- 
pearsas a Learned Jurist

How Leverett Bell Sticks to His Charge. 

City Counselor Bell replies to Col. Broad- 
head’s card as follows. 

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Col. Broadhead’s defense, as stated in his 
letter of vesterday, is that the relation of attor- 
ney and client existing between him and the 
City ot St. Louis, in case No. 16,419 (the gas 
case) terminated after the compromise of 
1873, and thenceforward he was at liberty to 
act for the adverse party in the litigation. 

It is well settled law that un attorney once 
acting in the prosecution of a suit cannot go 
over und render assistance to the adverse side, 
and an attorney is never allowed to change 
sides in the same suit or receive fees of two ad- 
versaries in one cause, and the obligation not 
to act adversely to one’s client in the same liti- 
gation cannot be violated even alter the rela- 
tion of attorney and client terminates. 

Case No. 16,419 was based upon the contract 
of 1846, and the relief asked in it was the spa- 
cific performance ofthat contract. The suit 
wus commenced in 1870, and it terminated in 
1579. It was never dismissed or discontinued, 
and consequently was never revived. It al 
ways pended in court, and never lingered ex- 
cept during the years 1872, i574 and 1874, 
when tbe interests of the city therein were 
confided toSharp & Broadheat. 

The amendment of the petitionin 1875 was 
simpiv to bring inthe matter ot the compro- 
mise of 1873 and test its validity, but the gen- 
erai nature, object and scop@of case No. 16,- 
419 remained unchanged. From 1870 to 
1579 the contest was upon the contract of 1846 
—its vuaiiditv and enforcement. 

In 1872. 1873 and 1874, Col. Broadhead 
was counsel for the city in case 16,419, and 
Wes urging the vatidity of the contract of 1846, 
«end that it could be specifically enforced 

In 1876 Colonel Broadhead was counsel for 
a non- resident stockholder of the St. Louis Gas- 
light Company, in u proceeding in the Unite 
Ftates € ircuit Court, brought against the city 
and the enslight compunmes, in which it was 
averred that the contracts of 1546 and 1873 
were invalid, and the cancellation of those 
contracts wos asked, and alsothat the city be 
enjoined from turther prosecuting case 16,419 
inthe State court. The case is reported Chat- 
fin vs. St. Louis, 4 Dill. 19. 

* 18790 2 Broadhead was counsel for the 

„Louis “uSlizht Company before the Su- 
2 me ¢ ae of Missouri iu case 16,419, and 
there argued that the contract of 1846 was in- 
valid and thatit could not bespecifically en- 
torced, and he asked the court to reverse and 
set aside the judgment in that cuse given bythe 
courts below in favor of his original client, 
the citv of St. Louis.“ 

These are the facts without embellishment, 
and Col. Brovdhead can neither deay nor 
avoidthem. The part played by him in ths 
proceedings under which the people of this city 
unre deprived of property and money aggregat- 
ing in value to the sum of $3,000,000 is Clear- 
ly marked out, and | leave his action in the 
premises tothe judgment ot his fellow-men.

Holding no bigher estimate of the duty which 
a lawyer owes to the courts and to his protes- 
sion than is here exhibited, is it strange that 
Mr. Broadbead should have permiited hiuself 
in bis recent argument in the gas case to biack- 
guard the people of St. Louis as prosecuting a 
sham claim and to blackguard the Judges of St. 
Louis (an offense which he has lately repeated, 
if the interviewers report aright) as yielding to 
outside prejudice? This is strong language, 
— tunt it is not too strong is proved 

by the manner in which the 
PosT- DISPATCH, an impartial observer, I pre- 
sume, regarded the utterances of Mr. Broad 
head, immediately on their reception. I cut 
this slip from your paper: 

THE CASE OF JAS. O. BROADHEAD. 

Our special correspondent at Jefferson City 
in reporting, by telegraph, the speech of Col. 
Broadhead on — of the Gas Company, ut- 
tributestothat gentleman the tollowing elo- 
quent language: 

le said thatthe gentlemen on the other 
side bad appealed tothe Courtinthe name ot 
500,000 people of St. Louis; that his appeal, 
by which they asked this Court to echo the 
voice of the muititude and register its decrees, 
was excusable on the part of the gentlemen, 
because in St. Louis they were inthe habit of 
trying their cases in the newspapers; that some 
judges might yield to such influences, but that 
if the time should ever come when the highest 
court in the State could be swerved from their 
duty to administer justice under the law and 
notin obedience to public sentiment, we might 
as well tear up our statute books and our wiit- 
ten Constitutions.’’ 

In other words, Col. Broadheid plainly told 
the Supreme Court that the gas case was not 
decided by the conscientious action of the 
Circuit Court and the Court of Appeals, but 
by the newspapers and the noise ot the pupu- 
lace. 

Thisis equivalent to the charge that the 
Judges of the Court of Appeals and the Circuit 
Court, who decided the case, all broke their 
solemn oaths, violated their sacred honor, and 
shamelessly prostituted their judicial position. 

We consider this charge utterly untrue. We 
consider it an Outrage which Col. Broadhead 
will yet regret. He, of all persons, should be 
the last to commit such an unjustifiable offense 
against honorable Judges. 

If the Post-DIsPATCH bad been a prophet it 
could not have written more significantiy than 
in this last sentence. The people of St. Louis 
need not be greatly alarmed as having been 
denounced from this source as the prosecutors 
of a dishonest claim. or their courts as merely 
echoing the voice of the multitude and regis- 
tering its deerees. At the same time it may 
be well that they should bear in mind these oc- 
currence, with a view to future exigencies.
